In 1978 all three sub-species of 
peregrine falcons were added to 
the endangered list. During the 
1970s the population of these birds 
in North America was only at sev- 
eral hundred. DDT, an insecticide 
used on crops, was the reason 
why.

ate the smaller birds. DDT makes 
the bird’s eggs weak from lack of 
calcium and most birds became 
unable to reproduce. Programs 
such as captive breeding were able 
to help and, in the early 1990s, the 
Tundra and Peales subspecies 
were downgraded to vulnerable 
status. 

DDT is still being widely used in 
Central and South America where 
these birds migrate to in the win- 
ter. Foundations such as the 
Canadian Peregrine Foundation 
help inform the public about these 
birds. 

They also do public presenta- 
tions and the birds that they show 
cannot be introduced back into the 
wild as they are either injured or 
imprinted on humans and would 
not survive in the wild. And 
because of their low numbers it is 
essential that care is taken so each 
bird survives. 

Zoos can be essential for sur- 
vival with education programs 
such as the one you failed to 
grasp, breeding programs, and by 
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just keeping the birds alive. 
Education is the only way to con- 
servation. 

Only in Ontario and New Bruns- 
wick are these birds protected by 
legislation prohibiting shooting,

In spite of the violence, 
American Psycho is a comedy, 
albeit dark as a stockbroker’s 
heart. It is also largely told from 
Bateman’s viewpoint (when he 
takes his Walkman headphones 
off, so do we). 

What is effective about this film 
is that we are forced to identify 
with the character (and no, we 
aren’t supposed to like him-— 
that’s what makes it disturbing). 
In voice-over, we hear that under 
the veneer of old boys’ club 
chumminess, he is living a life of 
panic. Yet, no one will hear his 
confession. 

By the end of the film, it is 
unclear whether Bateman has 
actually committed any murders 
at all. Where are the bodies? Was 
it just a madman’s fantasies? Or 
are people averting their atten- 
tion from a potentially embarrass- 
ing situation that may implicate

Harron deals with the subject 
matter intelligently, for in less 
capable hands this would just be 
a pornographic bloodfest that 
condones rather than critiques 
men like Bateman.

Mainstream 
films constant provision of face- 
less bodies for slaughter in block- 
buster after blockbuster are effi- 
ciently answered in The Life 
Before This. All the characters 
have names and lives in progress 
and the abrupt disruption of those 
lives seems appallingly cruel. 
There’s a little %arrativertwist 
regarding the randomness of fate’ 
which proposes to fuck with you a 
little bit as well.

What's interesting about mak- 
ing Brooke Shields’ character a 
filmmaker is that she removes the 
voyeurism of film one more step 
from Toback’s lens.

Old protester takes a page from Lennon’s 
book in writing her own

udy Rebick, popular politi- 
J cal activist, host for the past 

six years of CBC 
Newsworld’s Straight-from the 
Hip and author of the. recently 
refeased book - Jmagine 
Democracy, assérts that she’s 
ne utopian despite her desire 
to reform the traditional demo- 
cratic process. 

“I'm a realist,” says the for- 
mer president of the National 
Action Committee on the 
Status of Women. “It’s all about 
polities, where we can go and 
10W we can get there.” 

In short, Rebick is borrowing 
a page from John Lennon’s 
playbook (going as far as to 
appropriate the title of his song 
Imagine for the title of her 
book) to get people to develop 
a vision of what a different 
kind of society we could have 
if we based our actions on 
ideas of equality, social justice 
and democracy rather than fis- 
cal responsibility, deficits and 
cutbacks. 

“We had all kinds of visions 
of alternative societies when I 
was young,” says Rebick, per- 
haps best known for her work

in raising the groundswell o 
opposition that helped defea 
the Charlottetown Accord. *| 
wanted to harken back (in the 
book) to Lennon’s song where 
he talks about imagining a dif- 
ferent world.” 

But for an injection of polit: 
cal will, the energetic author 
believes her book’s vision for a 
broader-based democracy 
could be achieved quite easily 
based on simple “material 
notions of what could be.” 

Firstly, Rebick says we 
should trust that average peo- 
ple if left to their own designs 
would be able to reach con- 
mon ground with each other 
without-the endless interven- 
tion of politicians, and public 
policy experts, something she 
learned from lon® experience 
as. an activist. ay 

“T advocate a b6ttom-up, not 
top-down system,” she contin- 
ues, i} 
carlo aceaae Des. 
comprehensive to nurture true 
democracy than the bare-bones 
version of public consultation 
practised by most politicians 
— “just some ordeal for politi 
cians to endure at the 
moment.” 

Secondly, the “unabashedly 
socialist” writer would like to 
see the expert-driven system 
currently in place smashed and 
replaced with a new order 
where experts help implement 
policy, “not tell us what policy 
we should have, experts on tap, 
not on top.” 

In the end, Rebick believes 
public policy that affects the 
lives of ordinary people needs 
to be set by ordinary people. 
returning to a vision of direc! 
participatory democracy envi 
sioned by its originators. 

Imagine Democracy repre 
sents a shift in thinking fo 
Rebick, who specifically chos¢ 
to take a deeply personal ta

I have personally witnessed situ- 
ations in other cities where the 
solution is sometimes noticeably 
more dangerous than the problem, 
as parties with a beat were driven 
out of the city limits with a zero- 
tolerance/zero-Constitution atti 
tude. In one instance, 2,500 people 
were thrown off the property of a 
legally rented warehouse located 
20 minutes outside the city and 
into their cars at 3 a.m. I couldn't 
guess how many of those people 
should not have been operating 
heavy machinery at that time and 
were not expecting to have to 
When policy enforcement 
becomes more important than the 
people those policies are intended 
to protect, the methods and 
motives seem questionable, to say 
the least. It’s crucial that policy 
makers and the police take into 
account the reality of the situation, 
whether or not they are sympa- 
thetic to the nature of the activities 
they are trying to regulate. 

There has been a lot of attention 
given in Toronto recently to the 
issue of raves and the Toronto 
police have expressed frustration 
at their inability to stop raves 
where the attendance level is 
reaching 15,000-20,000 people. 
However, it seems they have found 
sympathetic ears at city hall, 
where Toronto Mayor Mel Last- 
man very recently stated, “We will 
do everything in our power to shut 
them (raves) down.” 

Edmonton and it’s citizens are 
fortunate enough to be able to 
learn from the way many of this 
continent's cities have been ‘keep 
ing the peace.’ Naturally, city offi- 
cials anywhere would look to offi- 
cials in other cities who've already 
enacted legislation in similar situa- 
tions and hopefully would also 
consider the effects of these new 
laws to be equally important, while 
realizing the results are difficult to 
gauge, especially from afar. One 
thing that must be considered is 
that if raves are over-regulated,

much of the crowd will invariably 
yearn for privacy and retreat to 
smaller underground parties in 
order to spend the night without 
having flashlights shone in their 
faces. This will result in people not 
knowing where their kids are, and 
more events will likely be thrown 
by people who don’t have the 
expenence or resources to ensure 
that risks are reduced. 

The Internet has provided a 
forum in which views and con 
cerns on these common matters 
have been expressed. There is a lot 
to be said for learning from other 
people's mistakes and although 
each city has its own character, 
there are commor themes here 
that are pretty easy to identify 

One Web site which has taken a 
pragmatic approach to providing a 
variety of related information to 
the public is at 
www.dancesafe.org, which is the 
home of a non-profit organization 
from Berkeley, Calif. This site has 
a media awareness area to it 
which includes current reports 
from local and international 
sources on raves, how the authori 
Hes are, uh, co-operating, and yes, 
ecstasy. There are over a hundred 
articles that have been posted here 
since the beginning of this year, 
which cover a range of related top 
ics and give a glimpse of what’s 
happening in other places and how 
the situation is being approached 
There is also a ‘links’ page on this 
site which connects to resources 
in the following categories: Drug 
Information; Rave and Dance 
Culture; General Health; Harm 
Reduction and Drug Policy 
Reform. These resources are com- 
prehensive and well-chosen. 

If you are a concerned parent, 
this is a good place to start learn- 
ing what you need to know to 
make informed decisions about 
your children’s well-being. If you 
are considering trying drugs or 
already do partake, this is a good 
place to get some unbiased, 
straight-up facts about what you're 
getting yourself into.

In case anyone was wondering, 
there is no noticeable trace of “folk” 
music in this recording.

“You lose the scale, the 
nuances of color and texture in 
photographic reproduction — it’s 
vital to go back to the original 
work of art.” 

Chan, retiring from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta as we speak, is 
looking forward to devoting 
more time to curating exhibi- 
tions. 

“It (curating) is a real team 
effort,” concludes the 52-year-old 
Chan. 

“It’s not just about the art, 
there’s lots of nitty-gritty as well, 
down to how you hang the pic- 
tures. In the classroom it's pretty 
much a monologue, a one-man 
show.”

hen a place has as much buzz as the 
Century Grill (3975 Calgary Trail South) 
you're tempting fate to show up as we did 
at eight-ish on Saturday night with no reserva- 
tion. Sure enough, it was packed to the grills 

So, no sedate, non-smoking, height-of-the- 
"80s, California Minimalist Movement dining 
room for us. We get a (charmless) booth in the 
lounge. Kind of like being drop-kicked from a 
Tom Wolfe novel to one of Bret Easton Ellis B- 
si arere) 

I don't like the lounge. It’s noisy, smoky, the 
*80’s music is way too loud and the booth is sur- 
rounded by perch-stool tables giving us prime 
view of other diner’s bon-bons 

Oh well, all the more reason for me and 
Scooby review gang to concentrate on the 
food, I think to myself as I peruse the menu. 

Both Suzette and Ray are less than blown 
away by the offerings. The menu seems kinda 
pedestrian given the general build-up about the 
joint. I have to agree, but decide to give the 
kitchen the benefit of the doubt 

We start by ordering appetizers and soup: 
Suzette and I split the Salsa and Hummus Plate 


and Ray-and I test the two soups on the menu 

a seafood-laden saffron tomato broth called 
Cioppino and a Minestrone (see what I mean 
by uninspired?) 

The first round of food arrives speedily and 
we chow down. Of the soups I got the better 
deal. The Minestrone is nice and thi chock 
full of vegetable goodness and laced with fresh 
greens and herbs. Perhaps not the best fine- 
dining soup I've ever had, but ce ainly a good 
soup. 

On the other hand Ray’s Cioppino was just 
too timid. What should have been a hint of f- 
fron turned out to be just a rumor. 

As for the Salsa/Hummus Plate, the Hummus 
was okay (same old, same old), but the Salsa 
was of the roasted variety — more antipas 
then what I would expect when I order salsa 
and far too mild (I see a theme here). The heav- 
ily buttered golden flat bread did partially 
redeem this dish, though, even if the serving 
was small (no danger of filling up on bread at 
the Grill —a bread plate is three dollars, kinda 
cheeky given that entrées hover at the 
mark). 

As for entrées, Ray and I decide to see how

the restaurant treats the old standards: Herb 
Roasted Chicken for Ray, Certified Angus New 
ork Steak for me. 

I have to say, the entrées left us cold. The 
steak, which came with a B k Bean Chili, 
Onion Rings and Grilled Vegetables, was ten 
der enough, just forgettable, and the side dish 
es a bit scattered. The Black Bean Chili was 
more of a compote if you ask me (hardly tast 
ed of chili at all and I swear wasn’t even made 
with Black Beans!) and the Onion Rings were 
of the frozen, fast-food variety. 

Same deal with Ray's Grilled Chicken, boast 
ing fowl hardly a step up from Swiss Chalet 
and ringed by lackluster sides. Echoing our dis- 
content, the music in the lounge cranks up to 
disco level. ‘ 

Moving on, we order dessert — Tiramisu fo; 
Ray and Créme Brulee for me. As par with the 
rest of the meal, the Tiramisu was a perfectly 
delightful variation on a popular dessert, while 
my Creme Brulee came lemon-flavored (?!?),.
